Phe following statement was made 
at Ottawa last Wednesday by W 
thompson, Direetor of Censorship 

Action was taken to withdraw 
microphones from platforms of 
political meetings throughout the 
Dominion of Canada, during the 
period of war, prior to the announce 
ment of a provincial election cam- 
paign in the Province of Quebec, 
and the Censorship authorities had 
indeed no knowledge that such an 
election was contemplated. The 
Defence of Canada regulations were 
made effective on September 3rd for 
the security, defence, peace, 
and welfare of Canada.

By H. G, L. STRANGB 
Director ‘Crop Testing Plan”

In spite of the unexpectedly large 
wheat crops this year, there are still 
large areas in southeastern Saskat- 
chewan and southeastern Alberta 
where the farmers will unguestion- 
ably require considerable quantities 
of relief seed. This means that the 
governments will have to purchase 
seed and make it available to wheat 
growers now in distress, 

The official classiticaton of some 
24,000 farmers’ samples made by 
the * crop testing plan’? this summer 
reveal that there are many farmers 
in the three prairie provinces who 
have ‘‘Crop Jesting Plan A,’’ or 
good true-to-variety seed stock of 
recommended varieties The bulk of 
these farmers now have this good 
seed grain in their farm bins, It is 
to be hoped that these farmers will 
do their best not to sell these stocks 
to the elevator until they are obliged 
to do so, but will hold back as long 
as possible in order to make this 
seed available to their neighbors. 

It is sincerely hoped too that the 
Dominion and Provincial Govern- 
ments, when they require seed for 
relief purposes, will purchase these 
farm stocks of good “‘Crop Testing 
Plan A’’ material in preference to 
grain of unknown quality, much of 
which may consist of mixed or of 
unsuitable varieties

CONTROL BOARD. 


NOTICE 
to Persons Mailing Goods 
or Other Property 
Out of Canada 


A Foreign Exchange Control 
Board has been established by 
Order-in-council of the Dominion 
Government, under the War Mea- 
sures Act, for the purpose of 
regulating and controlling transe 
actions in foreign exchange and 
foreign trade, 

Everyone mailing parcels or 
letters out of Canada, containing 
goods (such as currency, securi- 
ties or other evidences of owner- 
ship or indebtedness), should take 
note of following requirements: 


1.) Noexport of goods by mail is 
permitted unless application 
for a license is submitted to 
the Postmaster at the time of 
mailing, 

It no foreign exchange is to be 
obtained for the export, a licence 
must be obtained in advance 
through a chartered bank and 
submitted to the postmaster along 
with licence mentioned in para- 
graph 1, above 


2. 


No export by mail of proper- 
ty other than goods (for ex- 
ample: cash, bonds, stocks, 
etc.) is permitted, unless a 
licence applicable to these 
goods has been obtained in 
advance through a chartered 
bank and submitted to the 
Postmaster. 


NO export licence is required 
in the following cases: (a) 
bank drafts, money orders, 
letters of credit, etc, pur- 
chased from a chartered bank 
(or from the Post Office) 

(b) Gifts of a value not ex- 
ceeding $25 sent out of Cana- 
da This exemption applies 
to any person only once in any 
one calendar month. 


The mailing of any letter or 
parcel containing goods or 
other property to a foreign 
address without inspection by 
the Postmaster will, if the 
contents are exempt, result in 
needless delay; if the contents 
are not exempt, such mailing 
is a violation of the Foreign 
Exchange Control Order, and 
renders the offender subject 
to penalties. In all such 
cases, therefore, the letter or 
parcel should be submitted to 
the Postmaster before mail- 
ing.
